Evacuation Responsible 
. For Increase 


While unemployment Has Increased 
among -Chinese female domestic 
workers following the evacuation of 
European women.and children from 
Hongkong, there has been practically 
no‘change in the cmployment of 
Chinese female Workers in factorics. . 


This fact was revealed yesterday 
by Mr. B. C. K. Hawkins, Labour 
So far, only one factory has 
closed, affecting 100 women.and 150 
men. It fs the Jan Hwa Industrial 
Co., 236 To Kwa Wan Road, Kowloon, 
with a branch office at 332 Un Chow 
Strect, Kowloon. This factory, which 
Is belng moved to China, manufac- 
tures rubber articles and bakclite 
weur, 4 


Tho latest figures for the total 
number of workers in factories and 
workshops jn Hongkong, according 
to Mr. Hawkins, are 28,470 men and 
26,220 women. The female’ workers 
are mainly cmployed in knitting, 
weaving, tobacco and torch-making 
industrics, and the above totals do 
not include casual labour or employ- 
ment in domestic service or in the 
agricultural and fishing industries. 


“There ‘has been nothing abnormal 
in the closing. down of factories,” sald 
Mr. Hawkins. -"“Some close but 
others are always opening in their 
place.” 


Inasmuch as-the Labour Officer: 
keeps no register of servants, it 1s 
impossible to determine the exact 
extent of unemployment duc to the

Lengthy 
negotiations ensucd and It was not 
until elght and a half hours alter the 
French had begun preparations that 
the British opened fire. The French 
ships replied within five minutes and 
not long ofter the French ships be- 
gan moving out of the harbour.
